Groun-breaking ceremonies 
will be held May 15 for the new 
missile test facility of the Nation- 
al Aeronautics and Space Admini- 
stration in Hancock County. 

Capt. William C. Fortune, pro- 
ject manager of the Mississippi 
Test Facility, announced the date 
Thursday at a brief news confer- 
ence in the office of Gov. Ross 
Barnett. Barnett will participate 
in the ceremonjeg launching major 
work at the $500 million facility. 

Fortune, a veteran naval officer, 
said $73 million would be spent on 
cons‘ruction and design this year, 
$111 million next year and $140 
million had been requested for 
fiscal 1965. 

The facility will be used to test 
Saiurn rockets and boosters and 
other missiles before they are 
actually fired. The missiles will 
be secured to pads and tested, 
then shipped to firing sites for 
actual launching. 

Fortune said other work at the 
facility will be construction of a 
$1.25 million Southern Railway 
spur from Nicholson to the 
Gainesville area, and a series of 
canals to link the facility with 
the Gulf by means of the East 
earl River. 

Southern Railway will build 
the railroad spur of about 10 
miles length at its own expense 
“because they foresee that much 
business” Fortune said. 

He said about 15 miles of canal 
15 feet deep and 200 feet wide 
will be dug. The river will be 
widened and straightened for 15 
miles. 

Much of the heavy equipment 
and supply will come by barge 
from New Orleans, where some 
of the missile construction will be 
carried on. 

Fortune said “The primary bo- 
oster burns on takeoff 15 tons of 
kerosene and liquid oxygen per 
second. The rocket is as tall as 
thë state office building here (15 
stories) and small in comparison 
to one they will eventually use to 
get a man to the moon.” 

About 3,000-4,000 workers will 
be used in construction and about 
3,000 will be permanently em- 
ployed at the facility.

Mr. Haynes also reminded grow- 
ers that the 1962 marketing year 
will cover only a 9-month period, 
extending from April of this year 
through December 31, 1963. After 
1963, the marketing year will be 
on a 12-month calendar-year basis, 
in line with recommendations by 
producers. Payments for 1963 and 
later marketing years, therefore, 
will be made beginning in April 
following the close of the calen- 
dar year rather than beginning in 
July, as for 1962 and previous 
years, 

Because of this future change- 
over, Mr. Haynes said, there may 
be some confusion about just when 
applications for payment should 
be filed. He emphasized that ap- 
plications are to be filed no later 
than April 30, 1963, for payments 
on marketings year just ended. 
This includes sales made during 
January, February, and March 
1963. `

Out-of-State fishermen must 
have Mississippi license in order 
to fish in privately owned land- 
locked lakes even if ‘they are 
guests of the owner, the state Su- 
preme Court held Monday. 

The case came up to the Su- 
preme Court as a result of the ar- 
rest of Zack T. Heard, New Or- 
leans, for fishing in Req Gap Lake 
in Stone County without a non-resi- 
dent license which costs $6.25. 

James N. Harsh, a former New 
Orleanian, had built the Jake on 
lands he owns in Stone County, 
stocked it with fish and allows in- 
vited persons to fish for $1 per 
day.
